Khanh, bowing to mounting student and Buddhist 
opposition, today resigned as president and rescind- 
ed the 16 August provisional constitution. 


Khanh acted in the face of powerful new demonstra 
tions by a student- led crowd estimated at 20,000 in 
Saigon today. The demonstrators demanded an end 
to ’’military dictatorship,” 



A communique issued by the government stated 
that the ruling Military Revolutionary Council (MRC) 
would meet tonight to elect a new prime minister and 
form a new government of mixed civilian and military 
composition. After that the MRC promised it would 
dissolve itself. 


Today’s events climaxed a week of mounting dis- 
sension in Saigon and several other urban centers. 
Before the demonstrations began this mornjng, 

Khanh had attempted to defuse the situation by an- 
nouncing limited concessions to student demands. 


Khanh ’s exact status and intentions in this fast- 
breaking situation are not yet clear. The unsettled 
conditions, moreover, are susceptible to exploita- 
tion by the Viet Cong who may have been responsible 
for a bomb throw n into a Saigon hotel during the dem on- 
strations today. 1 '
